“ Bxtra-Mural lecturers shall be recommended annually by their Colleges for recogni- 
tion by the University. Such recommendations, along with a statement, showing, at the 
time of the first recognition, their qualificat-ons, and outlining the proposed course of 
lectures for the ensuing session, Shall reach the Jniversity not later than February 15th” 


‘in each year. Such proposals shall be placed before the Board of Higher Studies and the 


Executive Committee concerned, the selection to be finally made by the Board of Appoint- 
ments. Lecturers thus recognised by the University shall undertake to deliver in their 
own Colleges a minimum of tyenty lectures in each session, and such lectures shall be 


“ ppened both to the Post Graduate students of the College concerned and to such other — 


Post-Graduate students as may desire to attend. Attendance at such lectures shall not be ~ 
obligatory but shall be reckoned as alternative to not more than twenty per cent. -of the 
total number of lectures delivered by the University Professors or Lecturers appointed 
under section 3 (a), (»), (c) and (d) and to this extent shall be regarded as constituting 
part of the regular course of study quatifying for admission to the M.A. or M. Sc. Exami- 
nations. The question of remuneration of such Jecturor and tuition’ fees to be paid by 
students who attend such lectures shall be settled by the Executive Committee in consul ta~ 
jon with the Colleges.”
